eight columns and eight row, wherein said chessboard area extends through all of said 
plurality of areas; 

a set of traditional western chess game pieces for at feast moreJharLtwo players, 
each set of chess nieces including a kinp. a queen twn hkhopg t w o knight* two mnW 
and flight pawnc- and 



placement cards for identifying where players should place said chess game pieces 
for the start of a game. 

9. (Original) The assembly according to Claim 8 5 further including ownership cards that 
identify said plurality of areas on said game board.
